The Coast 
Guard had not been told at that time that 
the gun had been placed there by the U. S. 
Navy at the direct orders of the Presi­ 
dent himself.

Thus the fact that the ships were 
armed increased their chances of being at­ 
tacked, since an armed vessel is entitled 
to no courtesies tinder international law.

NEWS FROM SWEDEN 


S t o c k h o l m — George Gibson, last year’s 
Chairman of the British 
Trades 
Union 
Congress, who has just returned to Lon­ 
don from a visit to Stockholm as a speci­ 
ally invited guest to the annual meeting 
of the Swedish Federation of Labor, em­ 
phasizes iii an article in yesterday s 
Daily 
Telegraph” that Sweden has preserved its 
democratic regime and "deserves the high­ 
est degree of sympathy and appreciation 
of its sincere efforts to maintain its inde­ 
pendence and merits less carping criti­ 
cism.” 
"No country in the world has more to 
teach about the democratic way of life” 
writes Mr. Gibson, 
amplifying 
previous 
statements in interviews. 
"While it is a 
comparatively small country, it has a high­ 
ly developed economy and has had 
the 
courage to follow economic principles to 
more logical conclusions than some other 
democracies. 
"A higher proportion of its workers are 
organized in trade unions than in almost 
any country in the world. 
Out of a pop­ 
ulation of less than six million and a half 
the Swedish Trades Unions have a total 
membership of over a million. 
These un­ 
ions are the foundation of the democratic 
government led By Premier 
Per 
Albin 
Hansson. 
The Trades Union Congress I 
attended met in a magnificent building 
seating 2,000 persons. 
"Surrounded by belligerent nations Swe­ 
den today is balanced precariously on the 
tightrope of neutrality and its position is 
difficult in both a geographical and a dip­ 
lomatic sense. 
I had ample opportunities 
of meeting representatives of all classes of 
Swedish opinion, employers, industrialists, 
educators, politicians and trade unionists. 
! Ninety percent of Swedish opinion is pro- 
British and the percentage 1b even higher 
among the working classes. 
"I found Sweden a charming country. I 
had telephone messages from working peo. 
pie 200 miles from Stockholm who rang 
up to express their good wishes for a Brit­ 
ish victory. 
Telegrams from the staffs of 
the largest works in Sweden conveyed the 
same message. 
On the day of my arrival 
the news of the execution of the two Nor­ 
wegian trade unionists greatly incensed 
the warmhearted Swedes.
